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A. I, df couc^I served on the wffcin Si 
Commwsion. And I know a good deaJ 
about the hearings and the committed * ! 
report, obviously. There are some new 
developments — not evidence — but new 
developments that, according to one of 
our best staff members who’s kept up 
to date on it more than r, that he thinks 
just to lay those charges aside that a 
new investigation ought to ' be under- 
taken. 


He at the same time said that no new 
evidence has come up. If those par- 
ticular developments could be fully 
investigated without reopening the 
whole matter that took us 10 months 
to conclude, I think some responsible 
group or organization ought to do so. 

But not to reopen all of the other 
aspects because I think they were 
thoroughly covered by the Warren 
Commissdon. 
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then to take that step on the part 
the Administration, to appoint a tai 
force in the Justice Department, say, 
look into the new developments and 
report on those as well? Or would yr 
rather have it done by an Independ' 
organization? 
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A. I think in light of my former n 
bership on the Warren Commissi', 
might be better done by som<i 
other than I appoint. 
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
